and the accounting and reporting requirements could be more advantage- 
ously accomplished. Tb* recommended changes in procedures and the 
Installation of a RAMAC machine are under consideration by the Director 
of Logistics. The feasibility Study team is now reviewing the Office 
of Personnel requirement# and upon ocaq>lation of that study, will 
review the accounting procedure# in the Office of the Controller
